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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 23 is a combination of new issues that had not present/considering before, they are radio module, 
modulated signal radiated from a proximate RFID tag and a processor being adapted to recover a data signal from the received 
modulated signal. 

Applicant argues that Tuttle does not disclose an RFID scanner that automatically scan RFID tags without operator intervention. Examiner 
responses that Tuttle disclosed that RFID interrogator transceiver 20 attached to the operator's body, such as wrist so as to leave the 
operator's hand free (without intervention), as the operator moves within a certain proximity of a tag 16 the interrogator 20 transmits/ 
receives information from the tag [see col. 3, lines 48-65]. 

Applicant further argues that Bard et al. scanning system may communicate with a base station via radio frequency signals, not directly 
into a wireless local area network. As presented in the provious rejection, Examiner cited that Bard et al. suggested that the scanning 
system may include a communications interface to communicate with wide area network via radio broadcast [see col. 17, lines 54-64]. 
Therefore, the previous rejection still firmly read in the claimed limitations and the combination of the same field of invention of arts are 
perfectly combinable. 
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
